Tom Mulligan ran the meeting. Mary Ellen Koval, candidate for City Controller 
introduced herself to attendees. PSA 2 Captain Morris was on hand to update us on 
criminal activity in the neighborhood. The city and college have increased the num-
ber of officers on patrol. Security cameras placed on or near the college campus are 
all operational and viewable by campus and city police departments. City police 
officers have implemented more walking patrols around our neighborhood. Captain 
Morris noted that copper thefts continue to be a problem across the city. He said 
that area hardware stores sell straps that homeowners can use to secure downspouts 
to their homes. In addition, Allentown Police Detective Kelshaw is now in charge of 
copper thefts.

437-7721). Captain Morris distributed information about the Medication Clean-up 
Campaign sponsored by the city, county district attorney’s office and the police de-
partment. Held on October 29th at Wegmans, residents brought unused and ex-
pired household medications for disposal. Tom Mulligan’s patrol of the neighbor-
hood brought information about possible zoning and code violations. In preparation 
for the Mayor’s Walk on October 19th, neighbors in attendance discussed their is-
sues and proposed action/solution.
